WITH MODIFICATION POSSIBLE AS CIRCUMSTANCES CHANGE. 
EMPHASIS, WILL BE ON EXPLOITATION OF IMMEDIATE AND 
UNUSUAL OPPORTUNITIES IN BRAZILIAN MARKET FOR RAPID 
EXPANSION OF U.S. EXPORTS.
